Also, notice is hereby given that the following Central Intelligence 
Agency systems of records, subject to the Privacy Act, are 
amended. A change in Storage is stated for CLA—8. NARS (GSA) 
has approved the Retention and Disposal schedules for CIA records 
systema 4, 6, 7, 3,9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 24, 27, 28, 32, 38, 39, 
40, 43, 44, 46, 47, 58, and 59. In addition, all systems of records, 
except CIA—2i, are amended to show a new title to whom inqui- 
ries should be seat in the Notification Procedure section. These 
amendments are effective upon dale of publication in the Federal 
Register. Two new records systems, CIA—60 and 61, are proposed 
and shall become active, in the absence of any negative comments
